A tribal leader said he 
believes Osama bin Laden was 
cornered in the rugged moun- 
tains, perhaps in one of the 
caves where his fighters have 
been holding out against the 
unrelenting onslaught by 
alliance and U.S. troops and 
American bombers. 

“I don’t know, but I think 
there is a place inside where 
Osama is,” said Hazrat Ali, 
security chief for the tribal 
alliance. “We hope to catch 
Osama.” 

He said two hundred al- 
Qaida fighters were encircled 
by alliance soldiers at the sus- 
pected bin Laden base. The
